Preliminary Report of 
New Pest Ju st Issu ed 


Insect Credited With Fav or­ 
ing Potato and Tomato. 


( P re p are d by th e United State« D e p a r t m e n t 
J 
of Ag ricu ltu re.) 
A preliminary account of the Aus­ 
tralian tomato weevil, a new 
insect 
pest recently discovered, has just been 
issued by the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture as Department 
Circular 282, by F. H. Chittenden of 
the bureau of entomology . 
While the 
insect la credited us favoring the po­ 
tato and tomato as food, it ia also 
n 
rather general feeder, the department 
tlrwls, and expresses the belief that it 
may become of great importance like 
the sweet-potato weevil unless meas­ 
ures are taken for its suppression. 
As to control measures, the circul; r 
say s much remains to be learned, 
in 
confinement, lead arsenate spray ed oa 
tomatoes killed all the beetles within 
24 hours. 
Reports of the successful 
use of lead arsenate in practical field 
work with potatoes and turnips have 
been received by the department. Ap­ 
plications of spray for other insect 
pests, when the beetles or larvae of 
the tomato weevil are present, it i3 
believed, 
may 
control 
the 
tomato 
weevil also. 
Calcium arsenate would 
probably be equally effective either us 
a dust or spray and a little cheaper 
than lead arsenate. 
It Is not unlikely , 
the circular say s, that the distribution 
of poisoned halts would be effective.

Remarkable Increase in Number 
of Machines Continues With­ 
out Any Sign of Falling Off. 


A statement Just issued by the bu­ 
reau of public roads of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture at Washington 
says that “the remarkable increase in 
the number of motor vehicles regis­ 
tered In the United States has con­ 
tinued in the first six months of 1923 
without any sign of failing off in the 
rate. 
The total registration of motorcars 
and trucks on July I. the statement 
says, was 18,002,427. 
This is an in­ 
crease of 764,052 since the first fig­ 
ures of the year. 
Allowance has been 
made in the present table, it is ex­ 
plained, for reregistration and non­ 
resident registrations so far us this 
has been possible. 
The rate of in 
crease disclosed In the tables, it is 
reported, Is the same as that which 
has prevailed since ISHO, during which 
time 
registrations 
have 
increased 
from 3,512,91 Hi to 13,002,427 in six and 
a half years. 
A division shows that trucks and 
commercial cars now number 1,371,- 
058, an Increase of 92,254 since Janu­ 
ary I last. 
The tabulation by the bu­ 
reau shows 
the following registra­ 
tions: Private passenger cars, 11,571.- 
381; taxicabs, buses and cars for hire 
60.188; trailers, 24.111; motorcycles. 
141,521. The numbers of the last two 
classes of vehicles are not included In 
the registration total. 
The statement 
adds: 
“The total registration revenue re­ 
ported is SI07.240,037. of which $134,- 
738.225 is applicable to road work by 
or under the supervision of state high­ 
way departments. 
“In 27 states gasoline taxes were 
collected, amounting to $8,069,174, of 
which $4,977,864 is apidicable to road 
work by or under the supervision of

state 
departments.

enue from this source will be mate­

the walls eight* to twelve feet deep. 
This Insures that nay surface water 
entering must be filtered through at 
least ten feet of soil.

inches above the level of the ground 
and should be made w ater tight, con­ 
crete preferred. # If concrete cannot bt* 
had, use tongue and grooved planks.. 
Be sure that the ground slopes gradu­ 
ally away from the well so that no 
puddles of w a te r can stamk 
I have seen in this state wells that 
were open ami puddle* of water next i 
to the well where ducks and pigs wnl-j 
low. 
This Is a source of danger and 
should be corrected before it is too 
late. 
Outhouses and especially those 
with 
excavated 
pits 
and 
cesspools 
should never be placed near the well 
or spring. 
In fact, neither of fliest* 
should lie used.

toilet or a septic tank should be used 
instead.
